Important General Bills. 


Th* most important change in the crim- 


inal law* of tha State Is that effected by 
the) Ag*-of-Cons*nt bill. It provides that: 


Every male p*rson of the age ot sixteen years 


and upwards who shall have carnal knowledge 
of any femal* person under th* age ot fourteen 
years, either wither without her consent, shall 
b* adjudged to b* guilty of the crime of rape. 
Provided, that every mat* person at the age oi 
fourteen years and upwards who shall have 
•anal knowledge of a ftmal* forcibly and 
against her will shall b* guilt jot the crime ol 
rap*. Every parson convicted ot the crime oi 
rape shall b* imprisoned in th* penitentiary for 
a turn not less than one year, and may extend 
tollf*. 


Another important measure which affect* 


th* SttiM at large,. U that which will here- 
after be known M th* Uerrltt Conspiracy 
law, aimed directly at anarchy. Tha main 
provisions of the law are as follows: 


If any person sh all, b; speaking to any public
